New Co nsideratio n 
In ABM Co ntro v ersy 


By DON OAKLEY 
The pro po sed Safeguard antiballistic 
missile sy stem, designed to insure that 
, eno ugh o f o ur retaliato ry missiles sur­ 
v iv e a nuclear attack that no enemy will 
co ntemplate launching a first strike, is 
by far the grav est issue co nfro nting Co n­ 
gress this sessio n. 
The Senate is abo ut ev enly div ided o n 
bo th sides o f the questio n, with o ne o r 
two senato rs no t co mmitted o ne way o r 
the o ther. There is talk o f reaching so me 
so rt o f co mpro mise between pro - and 
anti-ABM fo rces, but what fo rm such a 
co mpro mise might take is no t y et clear. 
Six no ngo v ernment-co nnected scien­ 
tists hav e no w injected a new co nsidera­ 
tio n into the debate. In letters sent to 
ev ery senato r, six Univ ersity o f Michigan 
phy sicists hav e reco mmended that Safe­ 
guard be scrapped in fav o r o f “ super­ 
hardening” Minutemen missile silo s. 
Superhardening wo uld inv o lv e bury ing 
the Minutemen silo s deeper into the earth 
and further iso lating and strengthening 
them. The scientists co ntend that this 
pro gram wo uld be mo re effectiv e, reli­ 
able and inv ulnerable than the ABM and 
wo uld co st o nly abo ut o ne-sev enth as 
much. 
Their arguments appear persuasiv e. 
An enemy ro cket wo uld hav e to sco re 
almo st a direct hit—well within 100 y ards 
— in o rder to destro y a superhardened 
silo , they say . 
To sco re eno ugh direct hits to destro y 
9 5 per cent o f the U.S. Minutemen fo rce 
(a percentage which the Pentago n be­ 
liev es an enemy must be certain o f 
achiev ing if a first strike is to be feas­ 
ible), almo st 6 ,000 missiles o f the So v iet 
SS-9 wo uld hav e to be launched. Defense 
Secretary Melv in Laird has estimated 
that the U.S.S.R. will hav e o nly 5 00 such 
missiles by the mid-19 70s. 
Ev en multiple-warhead missiles wo uld 


no t increase the effectiv eness o f an at­ 
tack o n superhardened silo s, co ntend the 
scientists, since such warheads wo uld be 
less po werful and thus wo uld hav e to 
be deto nated within a few feet o f a silo 
to cause damage. 


With the ABM, there wo uld be a mere 
sev en-seco nd lapse between the sighting 
o f an enemy warhead and its impact. 
This means that defensiv e radar wo uld 
hav e, at mo st, three seco nds in which to 
distinguish actual missiles fro m deco y s. 
The pro blems o f Pattern reco gnitio n, 
o f screening o ut reflectio n, abso rptio n 
and electrical no ise fro m prev io us ex plo ­ 
sio ns, analy zing hundreds o f trajecto ries 
and dispatching and guiding ABM mis­ 
siles are no t y et so lv ed. The o nly way 
they co uld be so lv ed wo uld be thro ugh 
realistic ex periments o r tests. But atmo s- 
phereic ex plo sio ns, which wo uld be es­ 
sential fo r such testing, are pro hibited 
by the nuclear test ban treaty . 
The scientists make o ne o ther po int: 
Superhardening wo uld be a co mpletely 
passiv e, defensiv e measure, whereas the 
ABM co uld be co nsidered an o ffensiv e 
threat since it co uld be used to pro tect 
the United States after it launched a first 
strike. It co uld further escalate the arms 
race. 


Undo ubtedly , there are o bjectio ns to 
this plan, to o . Superhardening might well 
persuade an enemy to build tho se 6 ,000 
missiles. But whether o r no t superhard­ 
ening is a co mpro mise so lutio n to the 
ABM co ntro v ersy — which is really a 
search fo r the best way to pro tect the 
natio n’s security while maintaining the 
nuclear po wer balance in the co ming 
decade — the pro po sal by the scientists 
is a useful co ntributio n to a debate that 
has been as o ften marked by display s o f 
emo tio ns as o f facts.

At first glance, there is almo st a co m­ 
ic o pera air abo ut the affair. 
Passio n inflamed fo llo wing a so ccer 
game, two small natio ns go fo r each 
o ther’s thro ats. One, with armed fo rces 
numbering so me 5 ,600 men, is assused 
o f launching a “ massiv e inv asio n” o f the 
o ther. A handful o f Wo rld War II v intage 
fighter planes battle it o ut fo r co ntro l o f 
the tro pical skies. 
But there was no thing really co mic 
abo ut the sudden “ war” in the United 
States’ untidy backy ard between Ho n­ 
duras and El Salv ado r, either in the fight­ 
ing itself o r in the situatio n which per­ 
mitted it to erupt. 
Peo ple died—death by Wo rld War II 
weapo ns is just as final, if no t as mas­ 
siv e, as by tho se o f the nuclear age. And, 
o nce again, the United States was in the 
middle. The fo rces o f bo th natio ns are 
American armed and trained. . 
Until fairly recently , warfare was al­ 
mo st co nstant amo ng many o f the Latin- 
American natio ns which achiev ed inde­ 
pendence fro m Spain and Po rtugal a 
century and mo re ago . It was o ften 
recklessly initiated and dev astating in 
its results but, unless the United States 
o r a majo r Euro pean po wer happened to 
be so meho w inv o lv ed, usually little no ­ 
ticed by the rest o f the wo rld. 
Fro m 18 65 to 18 70. little Paraguay to o k 
o n the co mbined fo rces o f Brazil, Ar­ 
gentina and Uruguay in a disput o v er 
jungle fro ntiers and lo st half its po pula­ 
tio n, a disaster fro m which it has y et td 
reco v er co mpletely . As late as the 19 3 0s, 
Bo liv ia and, again, Paraguay carried o n 
a pro lo nged skirmish o v er a piece o f real 


estate, the Gran Chaco , which mo st mo re 
than it gained fo r either. 
So o ner o r later and willingly o r reluc­ 
tantly , the United States has been drawn 
into these co nflicts as umpire o r arbiter. 
The Go o d Neighbo r Po licy and its suc­ 
cesso rs hav e so ught, with unev en effo rt 
and success, to substitute co -o peratio n fo r 
co nflict. We hav e disco uraged Latin go v ­ 
ernments fro m maintaining war ma­ 
chines larger than necessary fo r no rmal 
security , enco uraging inv estment o f lim­ 
ited reso urces in eco no mic self-impro v e­ 
ment. It has no t been easy . If no t granted 
co setly military to y s they request under 
U.S. aid agreements, go v ernments hav e 
threatened to turn to Euro pean suppliers; 
at a higher price — arm twisting that 
usually wo rks. 
Lately the emphasis in Central Amer­ 
ica has been o n fo rmatio n o f a regio nal 
co mmo n market, an arrangement that 
sho uld no t be to o difficult co nsidering, 
in co ntrast to Western Euro pe, co mmo n 
cultural and eco no mic interests that al­ 
ready ex ist. But, iro nically , resentment 
o v er relativ e adv antages to be o btained 
by each in the market has co ntributed 
to the El Salv ado r-Ho nduras clash. 
Big Bro ther — o r big bro thers, the 
United States with the Organizatio n o f 
American States — again mo v ed swiftly 
to put the lid o n the Central American 
squabble. But it will o nly be a lid, no t a 
so lutio n, to the lo ng-term Latin malaise. 
There is a lo ng way y et to go befo re this 
part o f the wo rld with so much in co m­ 
mo n is wo rking to gether effectiv ely fo r 
the co mmo n go o d.

CERTAIN BASICS have al­ 
ways b een present in the Chris­ 
tian ex perience. When these are 
played down 
or ignored 
or 
scorned, the religious communi­ 
ty mills around in confusion and 
fear. You may have your own 
b asic list b ut words like love, 
justice, forgiveness and recon­ 
ciliation must b e near the top 
if we are talking ab out the 
Christian faith. 
And 
if we 
are concerned 
ab out the leadership of Chris­ 
tians in a tough time, then we 
should ask if love and justice 
are immediate concerns. If so­ 
ciety is ripping apart, then, of 
all people, Christians should b e 
counted on to b reak down the 
b arriers of hate, suspicion and 
class warfare. It is dishonest 
for anyone to ask for a world 
without tension and strain. How 
we conduct ourselves and the 
emotions and energy we display 
will surely say a lot ab out our 
faith and b elief. 
Sometimes we need to b e re­ 
minded ab out b asic Christianity 
from those who are not part 
of the flock. Horace Alex ander 
has a new b ooklet on Gandhi 
(pub lished b y Pendle Hill, Wal­ 
lingford, Pa.), part of the 100th 
celeb ration of the Indian lead­ 
er’s b irth. 
Of 
this 
saint, 
Alex ander 
wrote: 
“ Gandhi spo ke o f truth and 
no nv io lence as the twin prin­ 
ciples 
that 
guided 
him 
thro ugh ev ery crisis. No nv io ­ 
lence was the best ex pressio n, 
that he co uld find fo r that 
aspect o f ‘lo v e* which is ex * 


pressed bi 
the 
Greek wo rd 
agape —* the mighty fo rce o f. 
tme, understanding affection;. 
the lo v e o r charity o f Paul’s 
Epistle to the Co rinthians.” 
Alerander reminds us that 
Gandhi had no use 
for short­ 
cuts. “Once convinced that the 
right way to b ring freedom to 
India was b y nonviolent action 
alone, he would rather wait 
many years than resort to the 
alluring shortcut of violence.” 
Many voices now are raised 
against this strategy, this im­ 
plementation of love in action. 
The track record of this country 
seems to b e entirely locked up 
in

military 
mentality.

should not b e so surprising that 
b lack militants have adopted a 
paramilitary stance in pursuit 
of their freedom formula. Ar­ 
nold 
Toynb ee 
saw our 
day 
clearly enough to say: 


“YOU HAVE TO shoot some­ 
b ody, b urn yourself alive, do 
something violent, in order to 
get any attention at all, howev­ 
er good your cause or causes, 
however well you have put your 
case. There is an ab solute stone 
wall of indifference all over the 
world.” 


If the Christian community 
has nothing else to contrib ute 
to the world scene, to the stone 


walls of separation and indiffer­ 
ence, it should b e that ab ility 
and tenacity to hang in there 
when everyone 
else 
wants to 
fight, to press for an ex change 
of ideas when no one wants to 
talk, to have the divine courage 
to talk ab out peace when the 
missile men are loading war­ 
heads. 
Here at home it means noth­ 
ing less than the rejection of 
Marx ist terminology and violent 
tactics now so fascinating to 
some b lack radicals. It also 
means a 24-hour watch on those 
whites who are aching to crank 
up the hate machines and then 
wire us in to a police state.

Wipe seats with a cloth 
wrung from a solution made as 
follows: Place a quart of boiling 
water in the top of a double 
boiler, add three tablespoons of 
boiled linseed oil and one table­ 
spoon of turpentine.

DEAR POLLY — I have a 
very large completed piece of 
needlepoint-petit point that was 
worked many y ears ago. Even 
though it has never been used, 
the background has faded. Can 
this piece be dy ed or what do 
the readers think I might do 
to brighten this?

DEAR POLLY — My husband 
is bedfast with a back ailment 
and his doctor prescribed hot 
packs to help relieve the pain. 
I not only sloshed hot water 
carry ing the pan and wringing 
out the towels but I burned my 
hands and still the packs were 
not too hot by the time I applied 
them to his back. 


Now I often put hot towels 
set on HOT, for such things. 
The 
towels 
can be 
partially 
dried if y ou want a wet pack. 
For dry ones let them complete­ 
ly dry and they will be very 
hot and retain the heat for some 
time. I place a large plastic 
bag inside a heavy paper bag, 
drop the hot towels into the 
plastic bag, close the top and 
quickly carry them to my pa­ 
tient. I spread the hot towels 
on his back, put a small rubber 
sheet over them to hold the heat 
in. This saves wringing out and 
burning my hands. Pulling the 
covers up over his back also 
helps keep the heat in longer. 


Now I often put hot towels 
and other clothing (just out of 
the dry er) on my knees, shoul­ 
ders and neck while I fold the 
wash as I am usually in pain 
due to arthritis. As one piece 
cools I replace it with another 
and continue with the folding.
